N page six of this issue of THE BLOOD-HORSE 

is a picture which deserves the very careful 
attention of those who are interested in the 
welfare of the Turf in America. It shows four 
of the most prominent of English riders, all now 
more than 50 years of age. Gordon Richards, 
Fred Fox, Brownie Carslake, and Joe Childs have 
been among the most capable jockeys in their 
country for many years, and they have earned 
the esteem and respect of the racing public of 
England to such a degree that there were prob- 
ably move people “pulling’’ for Gordon Richards 
to win his first Derby, at Epsom May 27, than 
were interested in the fate of any one horse. 

No such picture could be made in America. 
Last year the oldest jockey who saw any con- 
siderable amount of service was Willie Obert, 
whose forty-first birthday is in 1936. There are 
very few riders, not many more than a dozen, in 
the upper thirties. Among the leading riders age 
is not merely the exception—-it simply does not 
appear. Of the 30 leading American riders last 
year, Raymond Workman and George South are 
the seniors, each 25 years old this year. Two 
others, Alfred Robertson and Bobby Merritt, are 
24. Sixteen of the 30 are 21 or below, the young- 
est being M. L. Fallon, H. Dudley, and J. John- 
son, all 18 this season. The average age of the 
group, last year, was a few months past 20 years. 

There is no objection to youth—merely as 
youth—-in the saddle. The objection is to the 
current system of light weights which makes it 
impossible for all but the very unusual rider to 
make weight after reaching maturity, the system 
which forces the rider from the saddle at about 
the time when he might be expected to be a 
seasoned and experienced performer. Criticism 
of this system has risen, feebly, now and again, 
but it has come to nothing. We recommend it 
most strongly to the National Association of 
State Racing Commissioners when that body 
meets in August. 

On Saturday, June 20, there were 77 races on 
the flat at tracks fully reported by Daily Racing 
Form. Top weight of 126 pounds went on the 
$2,300 plater, Camp Cook, at Latonia. Next was 


123 pounds, on the 2-year-old Airflame at Suffolk 
Downs. Is it not just a little strange that a 
77-year-old selling plater and a 2-year-old should 
carry the heaviest weights of a day's racing in 
America when the season is in full cry? In only 
six races was the top weight 120 pounds or 
more; in only 24 races was it as much as 116 
pounds. The average top was 114! pounds. 


The average low weight was about 100 pounds 

at least it would have been if enough light- 
weight jockeys could have been found to make it. 
Actually it was 101 pounds. From the 77 races, 
there were 46 in which from one to four horses 
carried overweight of from one to five pounds. 
Eighty-seven horses, to be exact, carried a total 
of 224 extra pounds because American jockeys 
could not make American weights. 


As Racing Secretary John B. Campbell wrote 
recently, in reply to a suggestion for raising 
the weight scale, there is nothing wrong with 
the scale itself. The seat of the trouble is that 
the scale is disregarded. And because it is dis- 
regarded, competent jockeys are forced from the 
profession they have mastered—-because they 
have come to weigh as much as 118 pounds. 
Only a few weeks ago one of the placed horses in 
a close race came to the finish with his jockey 
lying only half-conscious along his neck. Past 
the finish line the rider fell off, a victim of more 
reducing than his constitution could stand. The 
owner of the horse in question could hardly have 
been pleased, nor that portion of the public 
which backed it. Neither can we suppose that 
the future health of riders forced to rigorous 
reducing measures is much benefited thereby. 

There is not a great deal wrong with the 
present system of weights, but what there is, is 
very, very wrong. A general increase of 4s little 
as five pounds all along the line would be of 
inestimable benefit. The important 2- and 3-year- 
old stakes, under scale weights, with or without 
allowances, take care of themselves. It would 
help a great deal if a rule were adopted requir- 
ing the top weight of all handicaps to be actually 
carried, with the starting field moving up in 
weight if the horses assigned the heaviest 
weights were scratched. 
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A STUD FARM DIARY 
By NOTHING VENTURE 

UNE 18. Gold Cup Day at far away Ascot, 

where four days of racing programs hold 
nothing but stakes, and good ones too. We lost 
little time hurrying through the morning inspec- 
tions to get back to the radio to hear what would 
happen. Just as we were about set, with the field 
at the post, there came a call from the upper 
farm that brooked no delay. Result, no hearing of 
the broadcast and frantic phoning, only to learn 
that after we had touted him as a sure thing for 
the Cup for a year, Omaha had been beaten a 
short head. No disgrace there, though, for it was 
Quashed that beat him, a fine stayer if ever there 
was one, and another “bar-sinister half-bred,” an 
Irish one this time. One’s sympathies go out to 
that gallant American gentleman, William Wood- 
ward tonight. The mail today included a letter 
from a stud owner in Jamaica, B. W. I., who 
brought up a number of questions which I shall 
have to answer at length. The gentleman felt en- 
couraged to write inasmuch as I had noted receiv- 
ing a letter from Balboa and I’m right glad he did. 
(So are some of the little Ventures, who like 
foreign stamps). Chief of his troubles is worms, 
so I am sending him a copy of the U. S. Govern- 
ment’s latest very full bulletin on the subject. 


JUNE 19. The younger generation of this farm 
being here for the summer months, we have been 
busy getting the saddle horses and ponies in con- 
dition for riding. Today we have been busy get- 
ting two of the ponies and one saddle horse ready 
for a show tomorrow. The old Major is going 
too, so tonight he has his pins done up in cotton 
and bandages to tighten up some of the old wind- 
puffs, etc., which years of honest toil have put 
there. I have been using something entirely new 
in an electric vacuum horse-cleaning outfit and I 
must say that I found it an excellent innovation. 
There is no dust to be inhaled when this is used 
and the results on the horses’ coats are fine. 


JUNE 20. A blazing hot day for a horse show, 
particularly when said show was held in a shade- 
less infield of a deserted race track. We cannot 
kick, however, for the new pony won a couple of 
blues for little owner-rider, two more of the young 
entry won ribbons in a lead-in class and the old 
Major distinguished himself by placing third in 
an open saddle class, carrying his nigh a score of 
years like a 2-year-old. It was a pleasant day, 
despite blowing sand of the ring and the sunburn. 


JUNE 21. Before it got too hot, we “went round” 
the horses and found all in and in good order. 
The foals are growing the right way; they are 
not just fat but are developing their true shape 
to some extent as they grow upwards. The year- 
lings are coming along very well. The trainer 
has them in fit condition from the vigorous ex- 
ercise they take in the very eariy mornings. One 
feels true condition on them when handling them; 
the flesh is firm and there is a bloom to it. 


JUNE 22. The airplanes which have been flying 
about us all summer have intensified their activi- 
ties very much the past few days. They habitu- 
ally do this over the farm and this morning, be- 
fore we took the mares and foals up, there were 
six planes circling and dipping around the place. 
We used not to like this but we have observed 
that the horses pay practically no attention and 
we have decided that the farm is a good place 
for the youngsters to get used to the planes. I be- 
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lieve they would hardly look up if a plane landed 
in their paddocks now. 


JUNE 23. Very much cooler today, and a de- 
lightful change. The grain crop is fast being 
harvested, the standing grain disappearing and 
reappearing as shocks. Today we took blood sam- 
ples from 21 mares which had passed 42 days 
since last service, and as time goes on we will 
test all of the mares and then check up again 
later. With forty-odd mares one can try the 
thing out properly. We took the supporting ban- 
dages from the legs of the crippled foal at the 
upper farm this morning. She gets along very 
well, without any trouble at all and the broken 
knee is not at all stiff. The filly that was cut 
down is much better. Five of the foals have de- 
veloped hernia of different sizes but we will 
leave them alone entirely until they are well 
weaned. Lots of them disappear, so we always 
give them a chance to do it themselves. 

JUNE 24. Late yesterday evening the clouds 
commenced banking up in the nor’east and it got 
much colder, with occasional light showers. Ac- 
cordingly we kept up the mares and foals, and 
a good thing too, for we had welcome and heavy 
rainfail almost all night, and this morning it is 
still raining. Even though it has stopped the har- 
vest temporarily, the rain will be a Godsend.

Classic Prospect 


R. BONES—Granville—Hollyrood. The trio 

now are at the top of the 3-year-old heap, 
with the Arlington Classic, $30,000 added mile 
and a quarter stakes on July 25, expected to 
point out the leader. In the mile and a half Bel- 
mont, they finished Granville first, Mr. Bones 
second, Hollyrood third, at levels. In the Classic, 
Granville carries 126, Hollyrood 123, and Mr. 
Bones 121. Since the Belmont, Hollyrood has 
won the Detroit and Chicago Derbys from weak 
fields. He apparently has improved. Mr. Bones 
sauntered home before a weak field in the Dwyer. 
He has improved considerably. The popular be- 
lief is that Mr. Bones will win the Classic, will 
go on to rule the 3-year-old roost throughout 
the rest of the season. “He’s still green,” says 
Trainer Jim Healy; “he loafed in the Dwyer. 
But he’s game enough when he has a horse run- 
ning with him.” Jim Healy trained Mate to beat 
Twenty Grand in the 1931 Classic. Sunny Jim 
Fitzsimmons, who will saddle Granville, trained 
Gallant Fox and Omaha to score in that stakes.

Two-Year-Olds 


ITH the close of Belmont Park, the Johnny- 

Come-Latelies again went into hiding to 
await the Spa. In consequence, Airflame and 
Goldey F., which suffered their first defeats there, 
came back to win. The former accounted for 
the Tremont and Mayflower; Goldey F. ran five- 
eighths in :58 through Aqueduct’s mud to chalk 
up her tenth in 11 starts. Pompoon, the easy 
National Stallion winner, has _ trained light. 
Knight Gallant, which bucked in the race in which 
Black Look beat Goldey F. with a weight pull, 
is expected to point for the Arlington Futurity. 
Sonny Workman likes Ptolemy, which has had 
a skin ailment and is growthy, best of the C. V. 
Whitney colts. The writer prefers Flying Cross, 
brisk working son of Pennant and brother to 
Piety, half-brother to Two Bob. He has not 
started. He looks like Wildair. Riparian will be 
the 3-year-old champion of 1937, if William 
Woodward owns the champion next year. That 
is Fish Tappen’s guess. This son of *Sir Galla- 
had III—Ondulation has not started, has not 
worked hard, but is as like Gallant Fox as two 
peas in a pod. Incidentally, this department first 
called attention in print to the promise of Red 
Rain, Brevity, Hollyrood, and Granville last year.

Show Horse 


REVITY which brought some indignant mis- 

sives, is slated for stud duty at Elmendorf 
when he has concluded his racing career, which 
is to be resumed in Florida next winter. The 
writer has seen just four horses on Long Island 
this year with the physique, individuality, and 
quality he looks for in stud prospects and would 
rank them: Brevity, Mr. Bones, Discovery, Cav- 
alcade. The order pf rank is, of course, only per- 
sonal preference as to type. The Widener colt 
could win in any show ring, has a good head, 
bone, knees, ankles, feet, muscular forearms. His 
legs are beautiful. Mr. Bones has a higher wither, 
Cavalcade the shortest cannons. Mr. Bones and 
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Cavalcade are best coupled, Discovery and Brev- 
ity running to more length. Discovery looks, and 
is, sound and durable. Neither has a real fault, 
unless it is that hoof of Cavalcade’s to which 
things are always happening.

Jockey 


INNIE O'CONNOR doesn’t get to the races 

much these days because he’s busy tending 
bar and answering the questions of Turf writers. 
O’Connor once was the Coucci or Workman of 
the riding colony. He rode 253 winners on New 
York tracks alone in 1901, the year he rode Con- 
roy to win the Brooklyn, Yankee the Futurity. 
He was still riding in 1923, for the King of Spain, 
and all told rode the winners of 2,400 races. He 
trained for Julius Fleischmann here in late 1923 
and when that polo player dropped dead went 
to Cuba to train for President Machado. In Cuba, 
he trained King David to set a world record of 
1:40 for a mile and 50 yards and win some $10,- 
000 in stakes. He was purchased from Dave 
Gideon for $1,500 and was only a plater then. 
O’Connor is a staunch admirer of Good Gamble 
among present day racers.

Leaders 


ERT BARONI is leading money winning 

owner of America as the 1936 season passes 
the half-way mark, thanks to Top Row’s $100,- 
000 Santa Anita. From January 1 to June 22, 
the Baroni steeds earned $116,000. A. G. Vander- 
bilt, the 1935 leader, was second with $92,240, 
Hal Price Headley third with $80,060. Then fol- 
lows Milky Way Farm, $68,690, and M. L. 
Schwartz with $66,750. Headley will remain in 
the fight if Hollyrood wins the $30,000 Classic. 
Tarn, owner-trainer of Rushaway, probably 
should rank first in the number of winners owned, 
as with his own and those in partnership with 
Corsicana and Strube, he has accounted for 57 
purses. Vanderbilt and Milky Way are next with 
53 each. Hirsch Jacobs is way out front of the 
trainers, with approximately 80 winners saddled 
since the year opened. Speaking of Rushaway, 
one questions if his feat of winning the Illinois 
and Latonia Derbys, on consecutive days will be 
equaled, because other horsemen, noting the ef- 
fects of this in his later engagements, will hardly 
ask their charges to encompass a similar task.

Old Days 


a er horses of today haven’t as stout con- 
stitutions as they did back in the days of 
Harry Bassett and Longfellow. There are more 
good ones now, though. That’s because there 
are about 30-1 more Thoroughbreds. The whole 
season only amounted to about 30 racing days 
then”. So says Uncle Henry McDaniel. Bassett 
raced for Colonel McDaniel, Uncle Henry’s fa- 
ther. He won the 1871 Belmont and ’72 Spa Cup. 
Uncle Henry was a lad of five at the time. Bas- 
sett, a son of Lexington, was one of the rarest 
of yearling bargains, selling for $325. He won 
19 straight and was retired the champion of his 
age, serving in Jersey. 
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A HUNDRED YEARS IN THE SADDLE 


If the riding experience of the four English jockeys pictured above were totaled, the result 
would be considerably more than a century. All of the four have passed the 50-year mark in age. 
On the left is Joe Childs, who had his first mount in 1900, rode three winners of the English Derby, 
four winners of the Oaks, hung up his tack last fall. During his later years, he rode for the late 
King George V. Next is Steve Donoghue, the Derby veteran who has six victories in that event to 
his credit, and is expecting a seventh. Next is Fred Fox, youngest of the group, with the 1931 and 
1935 Derbys to his credit. On the right is Brownie Carslake, who has ridden winners of all the 
great English 3-year-old classics except the Derby, his first being in the One Thousand Guineas in 
1918. With the exception of Childs, all are riding regularly. 
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ENGLISH TURF TOPICS - 


LONDON, JUNE 15. 
Riders 


EXT week's Ascot racing may turn topsy- 
turvy the present list of the season’s sta- 
tistics so far as the leading owners, breeders, 
trainers, and stallions are concerned, but in re- 
gard to winning jockeys, Gordon Richards’ 
supremacy will be unshaken. In the 12 weeks 
of the season to date, our champion race-rider 
has steered 63 winners, and his nearest rivals are 
Sirett with 33 and Nevett with 31. Accidents 
barred, it is 1,000 to 1 on Richards heading the 
list of jockeys at the close of the campaign for 
the ninth occasion in his brilliant career. The 
prospects are that, for the fourth year in suc- 
session, he will pass the 200 winners mark. 
Jockeys of ability in England have a much 
longer spell before the public than appears to 
be the lot of their confreres in the States. Joe 
Childs, the late King George’s jockey, packed 
away his riding boots last autumn. He had his 
first mount in public in 1900. At the present 
time we have a half-dozen jockeys, each riding 
regularly, who have all passed the 50-year mark. 
They are Steve Donoghue, Fred Fox, W. Bullock 
(rider of the 1908 Derby winner, Signorinetta), 
Brownie Carslake, G. Walsh, and R. Crisp. I 
wonder if any other country can boast such a 
record ? 


Richards 


VETERAN New York sporting journalist who 

occasionally mails me a very interesting 
letter asks if I can explain the secret of Gordon 
Richards’ phenomenal success. It may be a 
subject that will interest readers of THE BLOoop- 
HORSE also. 

My New York friend saw a lot of racing in 
England before the war, and I must refer him 
to two of the artists of that period, Charles 
Trigg (still hale and hearty), and the American, 
the late Danny Maher. Gordon Richards is a 
jockey who combines the ability of Trigg in 
getting away from the gate with the finishing 
power of Maher. 

He is not so pretty to watch in a finish as was 
Maher, but he is even more effective. ‘Danny” 
would be on a horse with 28 pounds in hand, and 
would delight to win by the length of a lead 
pencil. Occasionally this vanity in playing up 
to the grandstand would mean a vexatious de- 
feat. Richards cuts out such fancy stuff. If his 
horse has plenty in hand, he wins by 10 lengths— 
and if the horse which is the chief danger to his 
mount has 14 pounds the best of it, even then 
six times out of 10 Richards will win by inches, 
Sheerly through the strength and persistency of 
his finish. Let Gordon be “there with a chance” 
at the distance, and it is very long odds on his 
being first past the stick. He has the ability, 
which not one jockey in 5,000 possesses, of 
being able to swing, and if the occasion arises, 
to use the whip without getting his mount the 
least bit unbalanced. Horses seem to run on 
for him; for others they are apt to flounder. 

On top of this marked ability at all stages of 
a race, Richards has the Fred Archer character- 
istic—he never admits defeat until the race is 
over. On half a dozen occasions in the past month 
I have seen him win races on the post which no 
other jockey in my lengthy experience of the 
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By The Briton 
Turf would have attempted to win. These suc- 
cesses have not been gained against apprentices, 
but at the expense of riders of long experience 
who have been mounted on veritable certainties. 
Sailing along with the race in their pockets, they 
have been “pipped’’ by the devastating run of 
the champion.

Before Ascot 


ACING during the week prior to Ascot is 

rarely high class, but it is usually lucrative 
for backers, and provides the ammunition with 
which the “talent’’ tackles Tattersall’s Ring at 
the Royal meeting. During the past 10 days, 
however, favorites have been bowled over with 
monotonous regularity. Only one first favorite 
won during the four days of the Manchester 
meeting, and the results were little better at 
Birmingham, Lewes, and Newbury last week. As 
a consequence, I know several professionals who 
will either give the Ascot meeting a miss, or 
else will be compelled to wager in “tenners” 
rather than their customary “monkeys”’. 

The most important of last week’s events was 
the Newbury Summer Cup, a 1,085-sovereign 
affair over a mile and a half that attracted only 
six runners. Usually we have fields of unwieldy 
size for all Newbury races, but firm going and 
the close proximity of Ascot combined to make 
this fixture a tame one. The Cup was won in 
very easy fashion by Mr. W. Barnett’s 4-year- 
old Chirgwin, a son of Mr. Barnett’s Derby and 
St. Leger winner Trigo, out of Undaunted II, by 
*Teddy. Chirgwin had run unplaced at Man- 
chester a week previously in the race awarded to 
Multissimo on the disqualification of Precipita- 
tion. Although he was certainly stepping up on 
his Castle Irwell display, I do not think that this 
Newbury effort amounted to much. The runner- 
up, Bird’s Eye, is quite moderate and the third, 
British Quota, is a back-number. Fairbairn, 
which started favorite, ran no better than he did 
in the Kempton Park “Jubilee” for which he was 
heavily backed. No doubt Fairbairn will improve 
on this form when we get easier conditions afoot. 

It was intended to run Pay Up and Plassy for 
the Royal Plate (10 furlongs) at Newbury, but 
the ground was considered too firm for the 
Derby failure, while Plassy met with a mishap 
which may prevent his running at Ascot. In the 
absence of these two high class horses, the New- 
bury prize was won by Sir Victor Sassoon’s 4- 
year-o'd colt Joshua, a most consistent son of 
Solario. He was ridden by Steve Donoghue, and 
scored in a terrific finish from Guest of Honour 
(Gordon Richards), and Golden Martlet (E. 
Smith). I have seen no prettier set-to this 
season. Persuasion, the dam of Joshua, is a Roi 
Herode mare for which Sir Victor Sassoon paid 
6,000 guineas when she had the foal, Joshua, at 
foot. She has bred nothing since. 

Miss Dorothy Paget’s Two Thousand Guineas 
failure, Wyndham (the Bossover colt of last 
season), made his debut as a sprinter in the 
Empire Stakes, a five-furlong handicap worth 
1,300 sovereigns, at the Newbury meeting. He 
carried top weight and ran a fine race, but was 
beaten a couple of lengths by the filly Ballywell- 
broke, which was meeting Wyndham at weight 
for sex. Ballywellbroke, a grand looking daugh- 
ter of Ballyferis, equaled the record time, :59%, 
for the Newbury five-furlong track.

NEW YORK 

CLOSING WEEK 
Feeney ad last of the Long Island tracks to 

run during the first of the season, will 
close its gates on July 2, with a very successful 
22-day meeting accomplished. No stakes will be 
run on closing day, but on July 1 the Great Amer- 
ican Stakes will be up for decision, with Airflame, 
Fairy Hill, Fencing, War Admiral, Billionaire, 
Melodist, and Chic»lorado among the 2-year-olds 
which may start. 

Racing will pass next to Empire City, which 
opens July 3. No stakes is carded for opening 
day, but a double stakes program features the 
racing of July 4. The Empire City Handicap will 
attract older horses. Discovery and Good Gamble 
may go in it, in which case the starting field is 
likely to be a small one. The other stakes will 


be the Demoiselle Stakes, for 2-year-old fillies, 
with $2,500 added. Neither Goldey F., nor her 
Astoria Stakes conqueror, Manatella, was named 
for the event, and the best of the starting field 
will probably be Swiftply, Sophia Tucker, Devil’s 
Pace, Top Gem, Dizzy Dame, and others. There 
will be a total of seven stakes decided during the 


Empire City meeting, with the $10,000 added 
Butler Handicap carrying the richest endowment. 

The June 27 card at Aqueduct was a very at- 
tractive one, the Astoria Stakes and the Brook- 
lyn Handicap making up a double stakes attrac- 
tion. The other five events were also worthy. 
The opening race, for maiden juveniles, went to 
Wheatley Stable’s Melodist, a colt by *Royal 
Minstrel. The steeplechase event attracted but 
three starters, Mrs. A. Durant’s St. Francis be- 
ing an easy winner. An overnight handicap at- 
tracted four good 3-year-olds, with Mrs. Silas 
B. Mason’s He Did and Valevictorian finishing 
one-two. Two Class C handicaps completed the 
card. 


GOLD SEEKER WINS GAZELLE 


Following a successful winter campaign at 
Santa Anita during which she won two of four 
starts and was third in another, the Foxcatcher 
Farm Stable’s Gold Seeker (121) was shipped 
to Maryland, where she won the Chesapeake 
Stakes from several outstanding Kentucky Derby 
eligibles. Her Maryland race accorded the Mes- 
senger filly some prestige as a Derby candidate, 
but she did no better than ninth at Churchill 
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Downs. The Derby was her last race until June 
24 at Aqueduct when she started in the Gazelle 
Stakes ($3,500 added, 3-year-old fillies, 1 1-16 
miles). Apparently greatly benefited by her 
more than seven weeks of rest, the filly easily 
defeated five other starters in the Aqueduct fea- 
ture. 

Jockey Wayne D. Wright held Gold Seeker off 
the early pace, improved her position with a rush 
on the inside as the field turned into the straight- 
away to the wire, and went to the front to draw 
away at the end. George D. Widener’s High 
Fleet (121) finished two lengths behind the win- 
ner, and one and one-half lengths in front of 
Little Miracle (112), owned by Mr. Nightingale. 
Sunrap (109), which ran as an entry with the 
winner, was fourth. The other two starters were 
Blue Sheen (121) and Two Bob (114). The win- 
ning entry went to the post as third choice to 
Little Miracle and High Fleet. The latter forced 
the early pace, managed to get her head in front 
a half-mile from home, but gave up the lead to 
Sunrap. Sunrap, leading by a length and one- 
half as the field reached the stretch, tired badly 
in the final eighth over the muddy track. Time,

DISCOVERY’S ANNUAL BROOKLYN 

Saturday, June 27, was a day not very favor- 
able to new talent, as far as stakes events were 
concerned. Five of the day's six stakes went to 
horses which were stakes winners last year, had 
not won stakes this year, or had won only during 
the winter season. Chief interest was focused on 
the Brooklyn Handicap ($10,000 added, 3-year- 
olds and up, 1!, miles), at Aqueduct. 

While Alfred Vanderbilt’s Discovery, recog- 
nized as the handicap champion of 1935, had 
been idle following his defeat in the $100,000 
Santa Anita Handicap, Elwood Sachsenmaier’s 
Roman Soldier had been making a fine reputa- 
tion in New England as a sturdy weight carrier 
and capable performer. The Brooklyn Handicap 
provided the first meeting of the two, and in- 
terest was increased by the fact that Discovery, 
winner of the event in 1934, had “waked up” 
in the 1935 renewal, after rather disappointing 
early races, to win in what was then world rec- 
ord time. Secretary Jack Campbell had assigned 
the son of Display 136 pounds, had weighted the 
4-year-old Roman Soldier with 126, or nine 
pounds less by scale. So formidable did these 


two appear that there were few other starters. 
Good Gamble (110) was sent out as a running 
mate for Discovery; Mrs. A. A. Baroni entered 
Ann O’Ruley (96); 


and Belair Stud was rep- 


resented by Palma (10112). Discovery’s easy vic- 
tory under 135 pounds in a preparatory race on 
June 17, sent the entry to post favored at 2 to 7. 

The race itself was not particularly exciting. 
Dashing to the front went Good Gamble, with 
Ann O’Ruley second, Roman Soldier third, Dis- 
covery fourth. After a quarter-mile Jockey L. 
Fallon sent Discovery up fast on the inside to 
take second place, Ann O’Ruley fell back, and 
the Vanderbilt horses had the race between them. 
Though Fallon kept Discovery well under re- 
straint, the champion cut steadily into Good 
Gamble’s lead. The Chance Play filly led by 
four lengths after a quarter-mile; she was little 
more than a length in front when the field 
reached the stretch. With hand and heels Fallon 
sent Discovery forward. In a few strides he had 
taken the lead, and at the finish he was being 
taken in hand, four lengths in front of Good 
Gamble. Sammy Renick, on the filly, made no 
attempt to hold Discovery, confined his efforts 
to taking second place from Roman _ Soldier. 
Good Gamble finished four lengths in front of 
the *Cohort colt, with Ann O’Ruley, running hard 
again, in fourth place a head farther back. 
Palma, outrun most of the way, bore out in the 
stretch, was last. Time, :24, :4736, 1:1236, 
1:3724, 1:50, track fast. Stakes division, $10,575, 
$2,000, $1,000, $500. 

Though well off the 1:48!5 which he had run 
under 123 pounds last year, Discovery set two 
records by his victory. Many great horses have 
tried for a double in the Brooklyn. Dark Secret, 
Grey Lag, Peanuts, Exile, Sir Walter, Exter- 
minator, Irish Lad, and Celt each had one victory, 
and were placed once or more in other renewals, 
but until Discovery's 1935 victory, no horse had 
won it twice. Discovery’s third success will prob- 
ably make his record safe for many years. 

Exterminator carried 135 pounds to victory in 
1922. Whisk Broom II and Fitz Herbert had won 
with 130 pounds. Discovery's burden of 136 
pounds was the heaviest package ever carried 
into any of the placed positions.

Discovery, in four seasons, has started 54 times. 
He has won 24 races, finished eight times second, 
10 times third, 12 times unplaced. He has earned 
$175,962. Previously this year he had won the 
San Carlos Handicap at Santa Anita, on Febru- 
ary 1, and an account of his pedigree appeared 
in connection with the story of that race, on page 
209 of THE BLOOD-HORSE of February 8. His 
dam, Ariadne, did not race, has produced no 
other winner. 


ASTORIA STAKES 

Among the filly stakes revived in New York 
this year was the Astoria Stakes, which had been 
discontinued after the 1932 renewal. Open to 2- 
year-old fillies at five furlongs, the race was en- 
dowed with $2,500 added, run at Aqueduct on 
June 27, with 10 fillies in the starting field. 

Favorite was Mrs. W. A. Bridges’ Goldey F. 
(122), winner of 10 of her previous starts. Fox- 
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catcher Farms Stable’s Manatella (113) had 
chased four of the starting field to the finish in 
previous races, but she had the race to herself 
most of the way. Goldey F, left the post with 
her usual speed. She had been away first in all 
but two of her previous races, was first at every 
post in all of them, except at the finish of the 
one race she lost to Black Look. Second was 
Manatella, and after rounding the turn the 
daughter of *The Satrap came with a powerful 
rush which carried her into the lead. At the 
finish she was four lengths in front, with Maurice 
Peters taking her up. Goldey F. was _ second, 
two lengths in front of J. E. Widener’s Premiere 
(109), a daughter of *Sickle. Staraway (113), 
a Messenger filly, and a stablemate of the win- 
ner, was fourth. The others, in order, were 
Devil’s Pace (113), Drawbridge (113), Regal 
Lily (113), Sophia Tucker (119), Richmond Rose 
(113), and Dizzy Dame (109). Time, :59%5, track 
fast. Stakes division, $4,725, $500, $250, $125.

Manatella, winning her first stakes, has start- 
ed six times, won three races, finished once sec- 
ond, once third, has earned $6,725. *The Satrap, 
purchased in England by William duPont for a 
reported price of $75,000, enjoyed only moderate 
success in America, his only previous stakes win- 
ner being Golden Fate. He was returned to Eng- 
land last March. Boadicea did not race. Her 
first foal, Emir, also by *The Satrap, won in 1935. 
Manatella is her second foal. *Scoot II also pro- 
duced the winner Sans Terre (up to seven). 
Squib also produced the winners Miss Romeo and 
Cracker. She was sister to the stakes winner 
Apoplexy, and to the winner and producer Moa. 


SARATOGA SALES 


The back cover of this issue of THE BLOOD- 
HORSE contains an advertisement of the annual 
Saratoga yearling sales, conducted by the Fasig- 
Tipton Company, of which E. J. Tranter is presi- 
dent. The C. V. Whitney yearlings will open the 
sale, on Tuesday, August 4, with a number of 
other consignors represented on the same night. 
Belair Stud and others will sell on the following 
night, and on Thursday the Glen Riddle yearlings, 
offered at Saratoga for the first time, are in- 
cluded with those consigned by Harrie B. Scott, 
Hon. Leslie Combs, and others. The entire ven- 
due of Friday, August 7, is made up of yearlings 
from Claiborne and Ellerslie Studs, both owned 
by Arthur B. Hancock, always one of the heaviest 
consignments of the sale. This will complete the 
first week’s sales, as no sales are conducted Sat- 
urday night. 


COE GEMS STOLEN 

Police officials are probing what they have 
described as the second largest jewelry theft 
on their records. W. R. Coe, Turfman and banker, 
and Mrs. Coe retired about 2:30 a.m. on June 
25 at their Long Island home. Some time later 
gems and cash valued at more than $400,000 


were stolen from a dresser drawer in a small 
room between the rooms in which they slept. 
The loot included a famous matched pearl neck- 
lace worth $300,000, a platinum wedding ring and 
one diamond ring each valued at $38,000, a small- 
er pearl necklace valued at $30,000, and several 
items of less than $1,090 in value each. The 
theft victims are well known in Thoroughbred 
racing. Mr. Coe raced an extensive stable and 
also operated the Shoshone Stud, which was dis- 
persed last fall. 


CAMERA FINISH 

While judges waited for a picture of the finish 
involving Uganda and Reminding at Aqueduct 
June 25, bookmakers offered 2 to 1 that Uganda 
had won. With few takers, they jumped odds to 
5 to 2, later to 4 to 1. Reminding’s odds dropped 
to 1 ~o 6. When the numbers were posted, Re- 
minding was the winner, and Aqueduct bettors 
had got 4 to 1 on a horse which went to post at 
4 to 5. 
RULINGS 

Raymond Workman was suspended for the rest 
of the Aqueduct meeting (five days) and for 10 
additional days for foul riding on the subse- 
quently disqualified Pass ’Em By on June 26. On 
the following day L. Fallon was fined $25 for 
disobedience at post. 


OHIO 

ONE WEEK INTERMISSION 

HOROUGHBRED racing takes a week’s in- 

termission in Ohio between the closing of 
Northampton Park at Akron on June 27 and the 
opening of the Thistle Down track on July 6. 
The latter meeting will run for 36 days and close 
on August 15. Northampton’s final program pro- 
duced one of the biggest upsets of the 13-day 
meeting. Ragacreek, 6-year-old Ragamuffin geld- 
ing, won the fifth and best race on the eight-event 
card. The winner was held at the longest price 
in the race, and rewarded his backers $80 for 
each $2 straight ticket. Monocle was a length 
back for the place prize, and third place went to 
Sun Manor. The race was at 1 1-16 miles. Purses 
for each of the eight races were $300. 


TROTTERS AT CONEY ISLAND 

W. O. Wilson is considering the possibilities 
of conducting a fali harness horse race meeting 
at Cincinnati's Coney Island track, with which 
he is connected. The Turfman was in Lexington 
to attend the spring trots meeting conducted by 
John L. Dodge. and to confer, with horsemen 
there relative to a meeting at the Coney Island 
track in the autumn. He reported fine response 
to the proposal. 


SIRE AND DAUGHTER WIN 

On June 25, at Northampton Park, Akron, 
Darby Dan Stable’s Tommy Boy, 8-year-old son 
of High Time, was a popular winner of the 
second race, ran to be claimed for $700. In the 
following race Darby Dan Stable sent out the 
maiden 2-year-old Danjoan, daughter of Tommy 
Boy. Danjoan won by three lengths. Tommy 
Boy has but two foals from his first crop, both 
fillies. The other, Darbyanna, also is a winner.

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LATONIA’S LAST WEEK 


HE current week is the concluding one for 

the 37-day Latonia meeting, with closing day 
on July 4, when the Independence Handicap will 
be offered, as the final stakes of the meeting. 
The track has had better horses than in recent 
years, and has had almost uninterrupted good 
weather, though somewhat too warm recently. 
In addition the course is paying considerably 
lighter taxes than in previous years. However, 
reports from the track say that the meeting is 
likely to wind up with a slight loss, unless pa- 
tronage in the last week is unexpectedly heavy. 
Operators of the track doubled the stakes values 
this year, with the exception of the Latonia 
Derby, offering $5,000 added events, and also 
made an increase in minimum purses. Minimum 
purses were cut for the closing weeks, however. 
There was every reason to expect a successful 
season, but the track reports the contrary. How- 
ever, attendance was up somewhat, and there is 
hope that the Latonia meeting of next year may 
see further increases. 

On June 27, aside from the Latonia Oaks, which 
featured the program, the only non-claiming 
event was one for maiden 2-year-olds. This was 
won by B. W. Stivers’ I Chase, a filly by Broad- 
side, which was making her first start. 


McILVAIN PURCHASES FARM 

Another Thoroughbred breeding establishment 
will be added to the list in Fayette county on 
August 1 when R. W. Mcllvain, Chicago, vice 
president of the Pure Oil Company, takes over 
Montclare Farm. The Chicago sportsman re- 
cently purchased the property, which is located 
directly opposite the C. V. Whitney farm on the 
Paris pike, from Charles F. Speed. The latter 
plans to move the saddle horses he has had quar- 
tered there to another nearby farm. The new 
owner will transfer his Thoroughbred mares and 
foals to his new farm from Henry Knight’s Al- 
mahurst Farm, near Nicholasville. 

SPARTA’S OAKS 

In 1930 Hal Price Headley sent out Alcibiades 
in quest of his second victory in the Latonia 
Oaks, his Handy Mandy having won it in 1927. 
Under 130 pounds and conceding from nine to 
14 pounds to other members of the field, Alci- 
biades was third, beaten a length and a half for 
all the money. 

Owner Headley was compelled to wait a gen- 
eration for his second Latonia Oaks victory. 
Alcibiades dropped her first filly (her second 
foal), in 1933, and this filly, later named Sparta, 
went postward in the 1936 renewal of the 40- 
year-old stakes ($5,000 added, 3-year-old fillies, 
114 miles) as favorite, with J. Mattioli in the 
saddle. Alcibiades had made the pace for the 
first mile, had succumbed in the stretch to the 
closing drives of Banner Bright and Manta. 
Sparta lay well back of the pace which Snow 
Fairy made, came down on the outside to win in 
the last eighth. She finished a length in front of 
Howard Oots’ Marica, which had taken the lead 
a furlong from the finish, after racing in second 
place most of the way. Third, four lengths far- 
ther back, was Gorgeous Lady, a stablemate of 
the pace-setting Snow Fairy. Rockhome Stable’s 
Dora May was fourth, followed by Brendard, 
Snow Fairy, Seventh Heaven, and Asyouwere. 
All starters carried 116 pounds. Time, :23, :47, 


1:1245, 1:3815, 1:5015, track fast. Stakes di- 
vision, $4,175, $1,000, $500, $250.

Sparta made her stakes debut at Hialeah Park 
last spring, won the Nursery Stakes No. 2, later 
in the season won the Shawomet Stakes at Nar- 
ragansett Park. This year she had not previously 
won a race, though second four times. In the 
Detroit and Chicago Derbys she was used as a 
pacemaker for Hollyrood, winner of both events, 
and showed a good turn of speed. Her Oaks vic- 
tory brought her earnings to $22,520. She has 
started 27 times, won six races, finished second 
seven times, third five times. Alcibiades, also 
bred and raced by Mr. Headley, won $47,860, in- 
cluding Arlington Oaks, Kentucky Oaks, Clip- 
setta Stakes, Churchill Downs Debutante Stakes, 
was second in Kentucky Jockey Club Stakes, 
third in Latonia, Illinois Oaks, Hawthorne Gold 
Cup, and American Matron Handicap. Her first 
foal, Best Butter, won at three. Sparta is her 
second. *Regal Roman is also dam of Scipio, 
Regal Lady, and Roman Holiday, all winners at 
two. Lady Cicero also produced the winners Red 
Rhetoric (Hibernian, Curragh Biennial Stakes, 
Curragh Gold Cup), Black Orator (Consolation 
‘Stakes), Ettington (Walsh’s Hill Stakes), and 
the winner Prose and Verse. The fourth dam, 
Ste. Claire 1I, by Isinglass, was a stakes winner 
anc producer, and was sister to Bridge of Sighs, 
dam of *Light Brigade. 


NO VISITORS FOR MAN O’ WAR 

The number of persons visiting the stable of 
Man o’ War at Faraway Farm, estimated at 50,- 
000 annually, probably will fall far short of the 
yearly average if the present drouth in central 
Kentucky continues any length of time. As a 
precaution against fire starting trom carelessly 
thrown matches, cigarettes, or cigars, Manager 
Harrie B. Scott on June 25 locked the farm gates 
and announced no visitors would be admitted 
until after it rained again. Many central Ken- 
tucky farms have experienced bad fires as a re- 
sult of the igniting of parched grass. Manager 
Scott also reported Man o’ War was “off his 
feed” for a few days because of trouble with his 
teeth, but since they had been taken care of he 
was again eating regularly, and in splendid 
health. 


HORSES TO KEENELAND 

The first horses actually to be stabled at Keene- 
land, Lexington’s new non-profit track, are those 
of Hal Price Headley, president of Keeneland 
Association. Eleven horses, including the 3-year- 
old Aha, and 10 2-year-olds, were sent to 
the track June 20. Work of stall-breaking 
21 yearlings was begun on the same day at 
Mr. Headley’s Beaumont Farm, and they will 
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join the 11 now at Keeneland sometime this 
week. J. O. Keene, who sold the present site 
of the track to the Keeneland Association, 
has bred and trained many horses on those 
grounds, but the Headley horses are the first 
Thoroughbreds to be quartered there since the 
Association took over the place. Grover Hughes 
had planned to be the first to occupy a Keeneland 
stable, but instead of going into the grounds with 
his three horses last week, he joined C. C. Van- 
Meter in the training stable at Fort Springs 
Farm, just across the Rice Pike from the back 
gate of Keeneland. The Keene yearlings, most 
of them by Jean Valjean, will be broken at Keene- 
land in August. They have been raised at Keene- 
land Stud, adjoining the new track. 


LLANGOLLEN YEARLINGS 

John Hay Whitney's crop of 30 yearlings have 
been moved from his Llangollen Farm, near Lex- 
ington on the Paris pike, to the sportsman’s es- 
tate at Saratoga Springs. The youngsters, 18 
colts and 12 fillies, will remain at their new 
quarters until fall, when they will be moved to 
Belmont Park for breaking.

SUFFOLK AND AGAWAM 

HE first two weeks of the 53-day Suffolk 

Downs meeting must have been encourag- 
ing to operators of the East Boston track. Re- 
ports from that point say there are more than 
1,000 horses there, and certainly Secretary Ben 
Holmes is having no difficulty filling the pro- 
grams. The weather has not been as uniformly 
clear as at western tracks, but attendance has 
been good, and betting is increasing. For the 
first week, the daily average turnover was 
$334,182. During the second week a total of 
$2,203,471 was wagered, a daily average of 
$367,278. For the first 12 days of the meeting 
the daily average is $350,730. Last year the 
meeting averaged about $340,000 for the same 
period. The $506,362 wagered on June 27 is the 
highest figure of the current meeting. 

Two stakes featured the week’s racing, the 
Commonwealth Stakes, and the Puritan Handi- 
cap, and accounts of them appear below. On 
June 27 a supporting event was offered in a 
2-year-old allowance event, won by Miss R. 
Seidenberg’s Mr. Blaze, a son of Blazes which 
some observers have called the best juvenile in 
New England. Also carded was a race for 2- 
year-old maiden fillies. The winner was R. W. 
Collins’ Willow Bud, a daughter of Lee O. Cotner. 
Both of the juvenile winners were heavy 
favorites, but only one other public choice could 
win. The current week also offers two stakes. 
The Betsy Ross Stakes, on July 1, will attract 
2-year-old fillies; and on July 4 the Yankee 
Stakes, with $5,000 added, for 3-year-olds and 
up, will be the feature. 

Agawam Park, at Springfield, reached the 
twenty-eighth day of its 37-day venture on June 
27, with a program featured by a $700 purse 
for 3-year-olds. The winner was E. Bruner’s 
Aneroid, a son of The Porter, which sprinted 514 
furlongs in 1:05%5 over a track slightly dulled. 
The Agawam meeting, though making no pre- 
tentions to class, seems to be doing fairly well, 
with a play ong about $125,000 daily. 


PARTY SPIRIT’S FIRST STAKES 


The Commonwealth Handicap ($2,500 added, 
3-year-olds, six furlongs) at Suffolk Downs on 
June 24 not only marked the first victory of 
Owner A. McDonnell’s Party Spirit (107) since 
the winter meeting at Santa Anita, but also was 
the first stakes triumph for the black gelded son 
of High Time and Tolu, by *Chicle. So lightly 
regarded was the gelding that he was placed in 
the field along with Gay Edward (10714). A. G. 
Vanderbilt's Speed to Spare (114) set a pace 
much too fast for the winner in the early run- 
ning, and it was not until the turn off the back 
stretch was reached that Party Spirit showed any 
contention. At that point, however, he moved 
forward with a rush, collared Indomitable (105) 
in the stretch after the latter had taken com- 
mand. In the final drive to the wire Party Spirit 
was able to hold his neck margin over Mrs. 
Walter M. Jefford’s entry. Four lengths behind 
Indomitable was Speed to Spare, holding the 
show by a half-length from Bill Farnsworth 
(108). Sobriety (94), coupled with Speed to 
Spare as the Vanderbilt entry, was eighth. J. H. 
Whitney’s Gleeman (115), 2-to-1 favorite, was 
never a factor. Other starters were Deliberate 
(108), Seabiscuit (115), Aneroid (111), Fair 
Knightess (11114), and Happy Bolivar (102).

(at two, three, and four), Chester, and Lightning 
Bolt (the latter winner of 13 races and $35,245, 
including the Florida Derby, Hialeah Park, Phil- 
adelphia, and Hialeah Jockey Club Handicaps).

ACCOLADE’S PU RIT: AN HANDICAP 

The handicap performers at the New England 
tracks have been beating each other with some 
regularity. This is not particularly surprising 
in view of the fact that Racing Secretary Ben 
Holmes rated eight of the nine horses which 
started for the Puritan Handicap ($5,000 added, 
3-year-olds and up, 1 1-6 miles) on June 27 
within nine pounds of each other. Cleaveland 
Putnam’s Ladysman, brought back again to the 
races, was assigned 115 pounds, never got in the 
race, though made a second choice in the bet- 
ting. Other weights ranged from 110 pounds 
down to the 101 pounds assigned Scotch Bun 
and Old Story, which actually carried a pound 
and a half and two pounds overweight, respec- 
tively. 

D. Christmas’ Accolade (110), showing con- 
siderable improvement, outran the field from the 
start, but Jockey J. Lynch took him back to 
second place as Gallant Prince drove hard for 
the lead. After a half-mile the Belair colt had 
enough, and Accolade moved again to the front, 
stayed there to the finish. In the last furlong 
he was forced to repulse a challenge from the 
favorite, Leon Carter’s Black Gift (108), which 
began slowly, began moving up after a half- 
mile, and closed weil. Accolade’s margin was a 
neck, with C. V. Whitney’s Roustabout (107) 
third, a length behind Black Gift. Alfred Van- 
derbilt’s Gallant Mac (106) raced into fourth 


place, three lengths farther back, and was fol- 
lowed by Old Story (103), 
Gallant Prince (103), 
Ladysman (115).

Accolade won Gaspee Claiming Stakes, White 
River, Mohawk, and New Haven Handicaps last 
year. The Puritan Handicap was his first stakes 
success this year.

Sand Pocket won, and also produced 
the winners Sand Bed, Rock Pocket, Hobclaw, 
and Salubria. Pocketpiece also produced Talis- 
man (Debutante Stakes, Buffalo Express, and 
Merchants’ Handicap, and dam of the stakes win- 
ner Sarazen II), Good Luck (California Derby), 
For Luck, Old Coin, Pennyrock, Poughkeepsie, 
Wishmaker, and Myrtle Marian (also producer), 
and the producers Pocket and Julia Hagan. 
CAMERA RULED OUT 

The camera used for photographic finishes at 
Suffolk Downs made new enemies and renewed 
the ire of old ones on June 23 when pictures 
showed Lady Higloss and Wise Prince finishing 
in a dead heat. Dissatisfaction with the camera 
had prevailed for sometime among a number of 
owners, trainers, jockeys, and racing fans, who 
claimed the camera favored the outside horse. 
Wise Prince, which many chart callers had placed 
second, had finished on the outside. The growing 
sentiment against the camera was climaxed June 
25 when the Massachusetts State Racing Com- 
mission ruled that no more photographic finishes 
would be considered official. Until further action, 
all finishes will be determined by the judges. 


ILLINOIS 
HAWTHORNE TO ARLINGTON 

HE Chicago Business Men’s Racing Associa- 

tion, operator of the Hawthorne track at 
Chicago, got through a 31-day meeting on June 
27, with a record of good racing, fine weather, 
and increased support. Whatever may be the 
result of the Illinois season as a whole this year, 
the date change which moved the Hawthorne 
meeting up to June was beneficial to that track, 
if only that it enabled it to get in on fine racing 
weather. The closing day card was not an es- 
pecially prepossessing one. The Illinois Owners 
Handicap was the principal event, most of the 
rest of the card being made up of claiming races 
of no great class. An exception was an allowance 
race for 3-year-olds and up at the six-furlong 
sprint distance. This went to J. Lowenstein’s 


Lady Montrose, full sister to Caterwaul, which 
just nosed out the favored Billy Jones. 

On Monday, June 29, racing moved to Arling- 
ton Park, where the most pretentious of the 
Chicago tracks opened a 30-day meeting which 
will end on August 1. The Inaugural Handicap 


featured the first day’s racing, an account of it 
appearing in other columns. Feature of the first 
Saturday will be the Stars and Stripes Handicap, 
which includes Whopper, Hollyrood, Psychic Bid, 
Stand Pat, Discovery, Nellie Flag, Count Arthur, 
Roman Soldier, and St. Bernard among the en- 
tries. Interest in the Arlington Park meeting, of 
course, centers chiefly about the Arlington Fu- 
turity, first of the rich 22-year-old stakes, and the 
Arlington Classic, which may clear up the 3- 
year-old situation, as Hollyrood, Rushaway, Mr. 
Bones, Granville, Memory Book, Jean Bart, 
Teufel, Count Morse, and Grand Slam are among 
the 37 nominations. 


ST. BERNARD WINS EASILY 


The closing day of the Hawthorne track was 
featured by the Illinois Owners’ Handicap ($5,000 
added, 3-year-olds and up, 144 miles). This event 
was having its seventh running, though from 1932 
through 1935 it was known simply as the II- 
linois Handicap. Most racing observers felt that 
E. D. Shaffer’s St. Bernard (118) could take the 
measure of the nine horses which opposed him, 
if the *Bull Dog colt was “right,” but there was 
little in his two previous races this year to indi- 
cate that he had reached top form. Accordingly 
he was made second choice in the wagering, with 
favoritism going to Holl Image (3-y-o, 110), 
Superior Stable’s Arkansas Derby winner. 

Springing sharply to the front went the some- 
what forgotten Forever Yours (3-y-o, 112), which 
won the Arlington Lassie for Milky Way Farms 
Stable last year. At her heels was St. Bernard, 
with Nick Wall keeping him busy. Gyral (3-y-o, 
101) was a brief third, was soon displaced by M. 
Vehon’s Threadneedle (3-y-o0, 107). After seven 
furlongs the Toro filly collapsed completely. It 
developed afterward that she had gone lame. Into 
the lead shot St. Bernard, needing little urging 
to hold Threadneedle safe. He led by three and 
a half lengths at the finish, with Holl Image 
third, a length and a half behind the Reigh Count 
filly. Blue Ridge Farm Stable’s Understand 
(3-y-o, 107) was fourth, another length to the 
rear. Fifth and sixth places went to the well 
played, disappointing Denemark entry of Corinto 
(118) and Chasar (115). The others were Prince 
Torch (103), Spanish Babe (113), Gyral, and 
Forever Yours. Time, :23%5, :4725, 1:1315, 1:39, 
1:52, track fast.

It was the second year that a Coldstream-bred 
son of *Bull Dog won the event. Last year’s run- 
ning went to Top Dog, which had passed to the 
ownership of L. E. Komorous before the race. 
St. Bernard has started 27 times, won eight races, 
finished second three times, third three times, 
and has earned $32,770. At two he won Bashford 
Manor Stakes, and at three won Kenner Stakes 
and Hawthorne Handicap. One of his best per- 
formances came in the Classic of 1935, when he 
ran a sterling race to be a hard-running second 
to Omaha. *Eager Cissy died last February, 
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while in foal to *Bull Dog. She also produced 
the winners Hold Fast and Frantic Haste, and 
the producer Sweepstick. Eageress also produced 
Eager Eyes (winner and producer), and Cascade, 
winner and dam of five winners. 

WHERE AWAY’S INAUGURAL 

Rain dulled the track for the first day of the 
Arlington Park meeting, but even after 11 
scratches were made for the Inaugural Handicap 
($2,500 added, 3-year-olds and up, seven fur- 
longs) there were 11 left to go to post. Hal Price 
Headley’s Whopper had been assigned 126 
pounds, and when he was scratched the event 
became, as many handicaps do, a low weight 
affair, with Milky Way Farm Stable’s The 
Fighter (3-y-o, 118) carrying the top impost. 
The low weight situation may have beaten the 
favorite, for Pharosay (103), which carried the 
Calumet Farm Stable silks into second place, 
was carrying three pounds overweight, lost by 
but three-quarters of a length. Nellie Flag (114), 
coupled with Pharosay, showed nothing. She was 
slow to begin, was in hand throughout. 

First to break from the stalls was The Fighter, 
with A. Pelleteri’s Where Away (110) and 
Pharosay, which had thrown his rider before 
the start, close behind him. Charley Corbett held 
Where Away off the pace, and the first half-mile 
resolved into a duel for leadership between 
Pharosay and Preeminent (112), which had got 
away fourth, D. L. Ogle’s Infidox (3-y-o, 110) 
was with the leaders after a furlong had been 
run, and Erin Torch (3-y-o0, 110) was briefly in 
the first flight. After five furlongs Pharosay suc- 
ceeded in disposing of Preeminent. Infidox and 
The Fighter were close up at this point, and 
Where Away had been taken to the outside for 
a clear run through the stretch. Preeminent fell 
back sharply, The Fighter raced into second 
place, a length and a half behind Pharosay, as 
the leader reached the eighth-pole. Where Away 
was running powerfully on the outside, however, 
and in a few strides he caught The Fighter, 
went to Pharosay about a sixteenth from the 
finish, shot into a clear lead. He tired in the 
last strides, and Pharosay cut his margin to 
three-fourths of a length as the leaders went 
past the finish line. Two lengths farther back 
The Fighter was third, a length in front of 
Infidox. Born Happy, which closed fast to be 
fifth, was four lengths farther back, was fol- 
lowed by Microbe (3-y-0, 100), Cotton Club 
(105), Preeminent, Erin Torch, Nellie Flag, and 


Toro Nancy (112). The latter had shown a 
flash of speed in the first quarter, fell back 
steadily thereafter.

The Liberty 
Handicap, for 3-year-olds and up, is a sprint for 
a $3,000 added purse, and the Woodward Stakes 
engages 2-year-olds at 51. furlongs, with $2,500 
added. J. T. Taylor’s Planetoid, a grey daughter 
of Ariel, may be the favorite for the latter stakes. 
She was beaten in the Moslem Temple Stakes 
earlier in the meeting, but on June 27 turned in 
a sparkling effort in an allowance race, winning 
by four lengths from Bomar Stable’s Yellow 
Tulip.

WHOPPER RU NS” H. ARD 

The Hal Price Headley stable has been doing 
excellently at the Detroit track. Hollyrood and 
Sparta finished one-two in the Detroit Derby, 
richest event of the meeting. Thereafter the 
stable was successful in a number of overnight 
races, with Pelerine, Fraidy Cat, and others. On 
June 27 another Headley horse came back to 
winning form in the Pontchartrain Handicap 
($5,000 added, 3-year-olds and up, 1 1-16 miles). 
This was the heavily muscled Whopper (122), 
popularized last year as “the biggest horse in 
training.” 

Whopper had run an excellent race in “Florida 
last winter to defeat Stand Pat in the Inaugural 
Handicap at Hialeah, later went to California 
for a try at the Santa Anita Handicap. He was 
beaten back to fifth place, but won the $10,000 
added San Juan Capistrano Handicap a week 
later. He was returned to Mr. Headley’s Beau- 
mont Farm, Lexington, where he underwent an 
operation for the removal of a large stone from 
his bladder. Whopper came back to the races 


at Belmont Park, did not win but placed in three 
successive stakes. 
In the Pontchartrain Handicap Whopper again 
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found E. F. Seagram’s Stand Pat (118) opposing 
him. Receiving four pounds from the John P. 
Grier horse in Florida, Whopper had beaten him 
but a head. Though the four-pound concession 
was the other way in the Detroit race, Whopper 
Was made an odds-on favorite at 4 to 5. Earl 
Steffen rushed Whopper into the lead shortly 
after the start, raced the lightly-weighted Poke- 
away (96) into the ground in a half-mile, found 
Stand Pat charging down on him. For the last 
half-mile, Whopper repulsed repeated threats 
from the Seagram horse, came to the finish a 
neck in front, after the two had been heads apart 
from the half-mile post. A. Gaignard, Jr.’s, Sir 
Michael (103) was third, but was seven lengths 
behind the leaders. Fourth place fell to plodding 
old *Azucar, Fred M. Alger, Jr.’s, converted 
steeplechaser, which began to run seriously only 
in the last eighth-mile.

HOUGH the total winnings of the get of Pea- 
nuts, Robert L. Gerry stallion which stands 
at Aknusti Stud, Delhi, New York, have remained 
unchanged since the last publication of statistics 
compiled by THE BLOOD-HORSE, the $105,400 
which is made up chiefly of Top Row’s winnings 
in the Santa Anita Handicap still keeps him at 
the top of the sire list, with racing of June 27 
included, first monies only considered. Bold Ven- 
ture’s Preakness, Sparta’s Oaks, and other stakes 
victories by the get of *St. Germans have moved 
the Whitney sire to second place, with a total 
of $86,400 in first monies. *Sickle, which was in 
second place when the previous list was published 
in May, has dropped to fourth place, with Haste, 
another J. E. Widener stallion, in third place.

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RACING IN NEW YORK 


By E. C. SMITH 


HE plea of breeders for more races for fillies 

over two years of age has been met by New 
York racing this season. The revival of the Ga- 
zelle Stakes at Aqueduct is an example. This, 
with the Acorn and Coaching Club Oaks at Bel- 
mont Park, provides three good fixtures for the 
3-year-old fillies and three breeding studs are 
represented by the results. The Gazelle, an old 
Gravesend fixture first run in 1887, was aban- 
doned after the 1933 renewal. Some of the best 
fillies of the past are numbered among the win- 
ners. Firenze, the best mare of her day was the 
first, followed among others by such as Yorkville 
Belle, The Butterflies, Blue Girl, Beldame, Tra- 
dition, Maskette, Regret, Bateau, and Flambino, 
the dam of Omaha. 

This year’s renewal ranked with the best when 
Gold Seeker, by Messenger—Golden Fair, which 
beat some likely Kentucky Derby prospects for 
the Chesapeake, only to fail lamentably when she 
tried to emulate the record of Regret in the Ken- 
tucky event, defeated High Fleet, winner of the 
Coaching Club, and Blue Sheen, victor in the 
Acorn. These three fillies carried equal weights, 
121 pounds. Gold Seeker had valuable aid in her 
winning, as her stable companion, Sunrap, left 
the post and traveled the first five furlongs as 
if going for the doctor. High Fleet’s rider evi- 
dently believed it poor policy to let the pace- 
maker get too far away and tried to keep rea- 
sonably close. When Gold Seeker challenged, 
after trailing into the stretch, High Fleet had 
little left to withstand the rush, but was a good 
second. 

As the race was run, it was considered prac- 
tically an up and up race between the two in 
front. That the winner was aided to a large de- 
gree by the pacemaker there can be no doubt. A 
race between the two, each on her own without 
a pacemaker, would be most interesting. Blue 
Sheen, which until the running of the Oaks had 
not met defeat, showed plainly that one mile at 
the most about encompasses her distance capabil- 
ities. The Alabama at Saratoga may settle the 
question of superiority between the two. 

By a new arrangement of dates for the New 
York tracks, each of the four courses near and in 
the Greater City, will have one of the year’s big 
holidays. Belmont had Decoration, Empire will 
have July 4, Aqueduct Labor Day, and Jamaica 
Columbus Day. Empire is making a bold bid for 
July 4, the second day of the summer meet- 
ing. There will be two fixtures, Demoiselle for 
juveniles, and the Empire City Handicap for 
older horses. The Demoiselle is a renewal of race 
abandoned during the depression days. The large 
entry list includes 2-year-olds from all of the 
prominent stables, while all of the best horses 
hereabouts are on the eligible list for the Empire 
City. The national holiday promises to be a big 
day for the track, which lately has blossomed 
out as one of the prettiest courses in the New 
York sector. Two other of the old time stakes 
have been revived also, making seven in all for 
the meeting. 

Although yearling sales days at Saratoga are 
some weeks off, already horsemen are giving 
them some attention. Last year one of the fea- 
tures of the sales was consignment of yearlings 
from Colonel Edward Riley Bradley’s Idle Hour 
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Farm, the first trom this noted breeding place 
to be sent to public auction. This season will see 
another first consignment from a farm equally 
noted, as C. V. Whitney has named 24 youngsters 
to be sent to Saratoga. W. S. Kilmer, will, it is 
announced, send more than 50 to the auctions 
this year. 

An English trainer, who, during his more 
than 50 vears in handling horses for some of the 
biggest stables in Albion, with a record of send- 
ing out eleven classic winners for one owner in 
little more than 20 years, gives this advice about 
buying yearlings, which coming from such a 
source should be of value. He says: ‘One must 
have a pretty experienced eye to pick the right 
animals. It must have good shoulders, a good 
back and loins, should stand well on its feet and 
have its hocks nicely underneath. The neck is 
a vital part to look for. Unless it is properly 
shaped and put well on the shoulders, it spoils 
the whole appearance of the animal. In short 
it must possess a trim and well balanced appear- 
ance. While ‘they run in all shapes, colors and 
sizes,’ I have come to the conclusion that in the 
main the good looking ones are easily the best. 

“The color should receive some consideration. 
My favorite in this respect is a bay with black 
points. Liver-colored chestnuts are also pretty 
useful, but I have a distinct antipathy to a black 
horse. In the main they are inclined to be sullen 
and bad tempered, with more than a suspicion 
of cowardice. Very few of them have anything 
outstanding. The dark brown isa good color. The 
light washy chestnuts are usually deficient in 
that bulldog courage which means so much in a 
fighting finish. 

“So much for the individual, but the pedigree 
is most important. One should study it well. 
Very often in running back on the pedigree one 
may find reference to a dam which has impressed 
in other days and add to the prestige of some 
good looker.” 


HANDICAPPERS 
Cavalcade’s numerous admirers will be pleased 
to learn that Brookmeade Stable’s 1934 3- 


year-old champion is working once more at 
Belmont, pointing for the Massachusetts Han- 
dicap, July 22 at Suffolk. He went a couple of 
handy miles in 1:44 recently for Hummin’ Bob 
Smith, who is hopeful that his charge will with- 
stand those last few works better than for the 
the two Santa Anita Handicap renewals. Top 
Row, which was fired on the West Coast, has ar- 
rived at Aqueduct and Bert Baroni will prepare 
Discovery’s conqueror for mid-summer engage- 
ments in the New York-New England sector 
when his underpinning permits. Roman Soldier 
has come along most rapidly of the handicap 
division’s newcomers to win four out of four as 
this is written and advance to the point “where 
Jack Campbell rates him the equal of Sation 
at seven-eighths, Jim Monroe only three pounds 
off Discovery at middle distances.

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THE UPPERVILLE HORSE SHOW

HE ancient and honorable Upperville Horse 

Show—it dates back to 1853—-was held as 
usual on the Grafton Farm at Upperville, Va., 
on June 11 and 12. At this show is to be found 
about the finest display of blooded stock any- 
where in this country and this year’s show was 
no exception to the rule. Missing from the entry 
list this year was the name of Mrs. John Hay 
Whitney, whe is not showing this year because 
of a death in the family. Mrs. Whitney has regu- 
larly exhibited 30 or 40 animals in all divisions 
of the show and her entries were missed, though 
fortunately there was a good supply of new blood 
to take their places. The name of Mrs. Dodge 
Sloane is new at Upperville and her Brookmeade 
Stable, quite near the show grounds was well 
represented, the Preakness winner High Quest 
leading the lot. The judges of the hunter and 
breeding classes were Frank A. Bonsal, Jr., 
M.F.H., of Glyndon, Md., and James E. Ryan of 
Uniontown, Pa. Both are well known in hunting 
circles as well as to cross country enthusiasts. 
Bonsal manages the Worthington Farm of J. W. 
Y. Martin and Jim Ryan is an Irish Thorough- 
bred breeder as well, so all classes of exhibitors 
should have been well suited. The third judge, 
Mr. J. Stanley Reeves, of Philadelphia, is also a 
well known hunting man. Lt. Col. Thomas J. 
Johnson, Chief of the Remount Service, judged 
the classes for the produce of Remount sires. 

Hunter improvement classes and draft classes 
came first on the program and in the former the 
get of such sires as Secret Agent, Repulse, Out 
the Way, and Espino showed up well. The latter 
sire gets a particularly good type of animal for 
this work. The classes for 3-year-olds, Thor- 
oughbred and half-bred, shown in hand, are al- 
ways interesting and well filled, 21 being in the 
former and eight in the latter, Thoroughbreds 
always predominating at Upperville. The winner 
of the class for lightweights was a bay gelding 
by Tom Tiger out of Keosey, shown by Ray S. 
Shoemaker. A Whiskaway gelding placed next 
over a “Coq Gaulois gelding from Dr. Allen’s lot. 
In the middle and heavyweight division a big 
bay gelding by Stimulus out of Arethusa won for 
Morris S. Clark, second place going to a Tom 
Tiger gelding shown by the Peach Brothers of 
Upperville. Another Tom Tiger won the half- 
bred class and the same colt, Our Way, won the 
half-bred road hack class. In the 3-year-old 
class shown over jumps, Dr. Allen’s Clifton’s 
Trump won from Our Way and a Crack Brigade 
colt from William Ziegler, Jr.'s, contingent placed 
third. The class for green lightweights went to 
a Macaw colt, Malcolm, out of Oolong, which 
beat a Dr. Cardenas colt, Wilshire. Our Way, a 
very consistent sort and built as a horse should 
be, won the class for 4-year-olds and under from 
the previously mentioned Stimulus colt. 

The Founder’s Cup, which is an exact replica 
of the original trophies used long ago at this 
show, went to old Rokeby, a well tried performer 
in many a show ring. A well bred one won the 
next class, for middle and heavyweights, Prince 
Carmen, by *Carlaris out of Herd Girl, true 
Audley Farm blood, and an imported Irish geld- 
ing from the Greenhalgh lot took the _ red, 
*Clonmoney, by Rock Fire II by name. 

The second day began with a fine ring of Thor- 
oughbred mares, 15 in number. I am glad to 
note that, as I recommended in these notes after 
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the last year’s show, the committee had seen fit 
to divide the foals into a separate class this 
year. This is much the better plan. The blue 
ribbon went to W. H. Lipscomb’s aged Duration 
by *Hourless, out of Broom Flower, by Broom- 
stick which beat William Ziegler’s Phantom 
Fairy by *Negofol out of Phantom Maid, which 
moved up from third place a year ago. Third 
award went to J. B. Skinner’s Miss Dennis, win- 
ner of the class in 1934. The Greenhalgh entry, 
Portrush, placed fourth. A dozen Thoroughbred 
foals were next on view, the winner being a bay 
son of Rosoliom, a much traveled sire which is 
now in France after a couple of seasons here and 
which wiil return to Virginia for the season of 
1937. H. Rozier Dulany owns the colt, which is 
out of Much Ado by Ed Crump. The Brook- 
meade Stable placed second with a chestnut filly 
by High Quest out of Psychic Bid’s dam, *Queen 
Herod by Roi Herode. A John P. Grier colt from 
*“Chamfrom from the Ziegler farm took third 
award and the same owner's Espino colt placed 
fourth. 


The very interesting Thoroughbred stallion 
class was next for judging, there being eight out 
this year, as against three last year and six the 
previous one. Once more was the golden chest- 
nut Polydor, a truly beautiful type of stallion, 
yet masculine enough, withal, returned to his 
rightful place for, I believe, the third time. A 
truly made horse and a fine mover, the son of 
*Golden Broom and Polly Ann had little trouble 
in winning the coveted award for Mr. Ziegler. 
Old Runantell, in great shape, despite his age, 
took second award for the Randolphs. Walter 
Bowes’ Rolling In, a son of Prince Pal, was 
third. High Quest, Mud, Secret Agent, *Red 
Iron, and Our General completed the class. 


Ten yearling fillies next attracted attention and 
the winner turned up in a chestnut by My Broom 
out of Lady Actor, Taglioni, which was exhibited 
by Mrs. John B. Anderson. A full sister of the 
second prize foal, by High Quest out of *Queen 
Herod was second and a *Happy Argo filly third. 
Fourth award went to a daughter of *Teddy, 
shown by W. H. Lipscomb. 

Fourteen yearling colts faced the judges in the 
next class with Edward Friendly, of Warrenton, 
getting first and second with sons of Flying 
Ebony and Flagpole respectively. The former is 
from Miss Braxted and the latter from old 
“Light Brigade’s daughter, Acquitania. Mrs. 
Plunkett Stewart’s Milkman colt was third with 
E. L. Redmon’s Espino colt fourth. The winner 
of the next event, for Thoroughbred 2-year-olds, 
is a really excellent colt. I saw him at his own- 
er’s farm this winter and mentioned in these col- 
umns at that time that he was a first class show 
prospect. When this Coq d ’Esprit won the year- 
ling colt class at last year’s Upperville show I 
wrote “This is an upstanding rugged sort of colt, 
which bids fair to make an excellent heavy- 
weight hunter.’”’ Not overlarge, this is a well bal- 
anced grey colt of great scope by *Coq Gaulois 
from Dulcy, by *Light Brigade and he was ex- 
hibited by Dr. L. M. Allen. Second was yet an- 
other of Dr. Allen’s colts, this one by the same 
sire from Mabs H. Third ribbon went to a Rock- 
minister colt with a *Lord Swift fourth. 

Lack of space precludes dealing in detail with 
the afternoon classes which were many and good, 
winners being by Malamont, Foreground, and 
other sires mentioned heretofore. The Champion- 
ship went to the Macaw colt Malcolm, with old 
Rokeby getting the reserve award.
